Water  Supplies. 

The  District  is  made  up  of  18  parishes  with  a combined  area 
of  50  square  miles  and  a population  of  7,593. 

Bridport  Water  Works  nompRny. 

The  parishes  of  Aldington,  Bothenhampton,  Bradpole,  Burton 
Bradstock,  Litton  Oheney,  Loders,  Swyre,  and  Symondsbury,  are  in 
the  statutory  area  of  the  above  Company,  Of  these  parishes,  the 
first  four  are  faiily  well  supplied;  Litton  Oheney,  Swyre,  and 
Symondsbury  are  partly  supplied,  and  Loders  is  without  mains. 
Approximately  2,500  people  out  of  a total  of  4>200  in  the  parishes 
receive  Company's  water  including  25O-30O  dependent  on  standpipes. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  regarding  the  purchase  of 
the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company's  Undertaking,  No  report  had  been  | 
received  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  from  the  financial  advisor (to  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Bridport  Rural  and  Borough  Councils,)  who  had 
been  appointed  in  March,  to  prepare  a valuation  and  report  of  the  . ^ 

Water  Company's  Undertaking,  subject  to  the  Company  giving  full  facilitici 
for  the  valuation  of  the  Undertaking  to  be  made  with  a view  to  purchase,  , 

On  22nd,  August,  a fracture. 4'  6"  long  occurred  in  the  main, 

200  yards  from  the  source  at  Litton  Oheney,  and  it  was  not  until  the 
26th,  that  repairs  were  effected.  During  this  period  of  shortage, 
water  tankers  were  taken  round  with  drinking  water,  the  Hre  ^igade 
r;o*-operated  in  flushing  sewers,  notices  were  put  up  on  springs  and  1 

wells  from  which  water  was  being  taken  by  householders,  advising  the 
public  to  boil  water,  and  this  warning  was  also  emphasized  through 
the  Press  and  loud  speakers,  I made  a special  report  on  this  shortage 
of  water  to  the  Ministiy, 

Askerswell, 

25  people  in  this  village  receive  piped  supplies  by  the  Coimcil, 
Nothing  has  been  done  regarding  the  renewal. of  defective  pipes,  the 
construction  of  proper  collection  chambers  or  the  protection  of  the 
springs,  as  mentioned  in  last  year's  Report, 

Charmouth, 

44>750  gallons  are  collected  from,  shallow  sources  and  supply 
800  persons^  (2,000  in  the  summer),  through  four  miles  of  mains,  and 
a reservoir  of  40,000  gallons  capacity.  The  water  is  fully  treated 
by  storage,  filtration,  hardening,  and  simple  chlorination. 

During  the  year.  Stage  1 of  the  augmentation  scheme  was  carried 
out.  This  consisted  of  laying  a new  3"  A, 0,  main  from  Oreenlands 
Hardening  Chamber  to  Hogohestcr  Marsh,  and  sealing  off  the  existing 
main  from  Greenlands  to  the  supply  pipe  line  so  diverting  all  the  water 
from  Potato  Patch  to  the  Hogchester  Marsh,  A H,P,  electric  pump 
v;aB  installed  and  a pump  well  built  at  Hogchester  with  automatic 
switching  equipment  to  lift  the  water  from  Hogchester  into  the  reservoir 
at  Oharmouth,  At  the  same  time  the  overflow  to  the  existing  supply 
at  Fernhill  House  was  brought  into  the  Fernhill  Supply  system  and  a 
reflux  valve  installed  to  operate  when  the  pump  is  in  action.  As  a.  i 
result  of  the  above  measures,  an  extra  y,000  gp^llons  per  day  were  pumped  1 
to  the  Oharmouth  supply.  The  maximum  comsumption  occurred  on  23rd, 

July,  when  it  was  at  the  rate  of  some  84,000  g,p.d, , Arrangements 
have  been  made  to  have  the  3”  0,'l,'  main  from  Hogchester. Marsh  to 
Fernhill  cross  roads  scraped  free  of  incrustation.  Additional  v/ater  j 
is  still  required  at  Oharmouth  during  the  summer  months.  Main  extension^ 
were  carried  out  at  two  housing  estates  during  the  year,  1 
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Ohidcock. 


Very  little  progress  was  made,  during  the  year,  reis^arding  the 
purchase  of  the  Ohideock  Water  Works  Company  Ltd,  although  a Public 
Enquiry  was  held  in  December,  1950.  This  delay  has  held  up  the 
augmcnt9,tion  scheme  proposed  at  the  Enquiry,  and  in  the  meantime  the 
T village  still  remains  unsatisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality.  In  October,  the  Ministry  advised  the  purchase  of  the 
Undertaking  including  the  residue  of  the  lease,

From  the  above  Report  it  is  evident  that  the  Rural  District  lacks 
a water  supply  sufficient  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality. 
Considering  the  time  that  has  elapsed  since  commencing  negotiations  to 
acquire  and  extend  four  small  village  schemes  which, when  completed,  will 
only  be  stop-gaps  and  not  very  satisfactory,  and  even  after  about  three 
years, negotiations  are  still  going  on, one  is  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  most  expeditious  and  efficient  way  to  supply  the  District  would  be 
to  embark  on  a comprehensive  Area  Scheme  based  on  one  central  source. 
Such  a source  exists  at  Litton  Cheney  and  is  owned  by  the  Bridport  Water| 
Works  Company  Ltd. 


Approximately  3><300  people  take  supplies  from  Public  Mains, 

1,100  receive  piped  water  from  Private  Undertakings  and  the  remaining 
2,900  in  the  District  rely  on  shallow  wells  and  springs  of  doubtful 
quality j rjid  insufficient  quantity.

As  stated. in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily 
sewered  and  all  the  streams  are  receiving  crude  sewage  from  the  villages 
on  their  banks.  This  is  particularly  true  at  Charraouth,  Chideock, 
Burton  Bradstock,  Symondsbury,  Bradpolc,  Shipton  Oorge,  Puncknowle,

A monthly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  at  present  operates, 
indestructible  household  refuse  only  being  collected.  The  Council 
have  a 3/4  ‘toil  Bedford  Lorry  permanently  engaged  on  this  work,  and 
the  Karrier  Bantam  Lorry  'is  used  for  general  work  and  salvage  and 
refuse  collections  as  required.  Refuse  is  dumped  into  old  quarries 
at  Bonnet's  Hill,  Burton  Bradstock  ^d  Litton  Cheney,  and  into  disused 
pits  at  Charmouth  and  Bothenhampton,  The  dump  situated  in  the  old 
quarry  at  Puncknowle  Road,  Burton  Bradstock,  has  been  closed,  and  the 
old  tip  levelled  and  covered  to  the  owners  requirements..
